While processing your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated August 31, 
2018, for records containing the term “Bermudez Cota,” the Executive Office for Immigration 
Review (EOIR) located one page of material which it referred to this Office for processing and 
direct response to you.

Matter of BERMUDEZ-COTA, 27 l&N Dec. 441 (BIA 2018) 

A notice to appear that does not specify the time and place of an alien’s initial removal 
hearing vests an Immigration Judge with jurisdiction over the removal proceedings 
and meets the requirements of section 239(a) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, 
8 U.S.C. § 1229(a) (2012), so long as a notice of hearing specifying this information is 
later sent to the alien. Pereira v. Sessions, 138 S. Ct. 2105 (2018), distinguished.
